In order that the sick of Clearfield and contiguous 


territory may have medical attention during the pres- 
ent emergency, when 50 % of our Medical men are 
with the Colors, and so many of our civilian population 
are ill of the epidemic disease that is sweeping the 
country, it is necessary that the work of the physicians 
be systematized. The people should call their physician 
as early as possible in the day that a visiting list may 
be made up in order that the physician need not retrace 
his steps again and again over the same territory. 
Night calls unless an emergency are not justified. Medi- 
cal, men need their rest in order to efficiently carry on 
their work which at this time is taxing them to the 
utmost. 


When a doctor has been consulted, carry out his 


instructions. 
If he orders you to bed, go to bed, and 


religiously carry out whatever other treatment he has 
outlined. If such measures are always taken, the sick 
will improve, the well ones remain in good health and 
an epidemic of a serious and disastrous nature averted. 
We are now facing such a crisis. The Board of Health 
has not spared time or energy to control the situation 
and every one can assist by carrying out their orders. 


With the present shortage of Trained nurses it be- 


hooves every one to deny themselves a special nurse 
except in serious cases. We need nurses to care for 
the sick in Hospitals where they are isolated in order 
to protect the Test of the civilian population. 


Hearty cooperation and service to the utmost is 


expected of all.

THE SYMPTOMS 


Grippe, or influenza as it is no\\ 


ailed, usually begins with a chill fol-

sometimes nausea and dizziness, and 
i general feeling of weakness and de- 
pression. The temperature is from 
100 to 104, and the fever usually lasts 
from three to five days. 
The germs 


attack the mucuous membrane, or lin- 
ing of the air passages—not.e, thioat 
and bronchial tubes—there is usually 
a hard cough, especially bad at night, 
often times a sore throat or tonsilitis, 
and frequently all the appearances of 
a severe head cold.

territory may have medical attention during the pres- 
ent emergency, when 50 % of our Medical men are 
with the Colors, and so many of our civilian population 
are ill of the epidemic disease that is sweeping the 
country, it is necessary that the work of the physicians 
be systematized. The people should call their physician 
as early as possible in the day that a visiting list may 
be made up in order that the physician need not retrace 
his steps again and again over the same territory. 
Night calls unless an emergency are not justified. Medi- 
cal, men need their rest in order to efficiently carry on 
their work which at this time is taxing them to the 
utmost. 


When a doctor has been consulted, carry out his 


instructions. 
If he orders you to bed, go to bed, and 


religiously carry out whatever other treatment he has 
outlined. If such measures are always taken, the sick 
will improve, the well ones remain in good health and 
an epidemic of a serious and disastrous nature averted. 
We are now facing such a crisis. The Board of Health 
has not spared time or energy to control the situation 
and every one can assist by carrying out their orders. 


With the present shortage of Trained nurses it be- 


hooves every one to deny themselves a special nurse 
except in serious cases. We need nurses to care for 
the sick in Hospitals where they are isolated in order 
to protect the Test of the civilian population. 


Hearty cooperation and service to the utmost is 


expected of all.

THE SYMPTOMS

The temperature is from 
100 to 104, and the fever usually lasts 
from three to five days.

attack the mucuous membrane, or lin- 
ing of the air passages—not.e, thioat 
and bronchial tubes—there is usually 
a hard cough, especially bad at night, 
often times a sore throat or tonsilitis, 
and frequently all the appearances of 
a severe head cold. 


THE TREATMENT
